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AN ACT concerni ng hi gher educati on.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Board of H gher Education Act is anended

by changing Section 8 as foll ows:

(110 I'LCS 205/8) (from Ch. 144, par. 188)

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustees of the University of
II'linois, the Board of Trustees of Sout hern I11inois
Uni versity, t he Board of Trustees of Chicago State
University, the Board of Trustees of Eastern I1linois
Uni versity, t he Board of Trustees of Covernors State
University, the Board of Trustees of I11inois State
University, the Board of Trustees of Northeastern Illinois
University, the Board of Trustees of Northern 1Illinois
University, the Board of Trustees of Wstern [1linois
University, and the 1Illinois Community Coll ege Board shal

submt to the Board not later than the 15th day of Novenber
of each year its budget proposals for the operation and
capital needs of the institutions wunder its governance or
supervision for the ensuing fiscal year. Each budget proposal
shall conformto the procedures devel oped by the Board in the
design of an information systemfor State universities and
col | eges.

In order to maintain a cohesive system of hi gher
education, the Board and its staff shall communicate on a
regul ar basis with all public wuniversity presidents. They
shall neet at |least semannually to achieve econom es of
scal e where possible and provide the npbst innovative and
efficient prograns and servi ces.

The Board, in the analysis of formulating the annual

budget request, shall consider rates of tuition and fees at
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the state wuniversities and colleges. The Board shall also
consider the current and projected utilization of the total
physi cal plant of each canpus of a university or college in
approving the <capital budget for any new building or
facility.

The Board of H gher Education shall submt to the
Governor, to the General Assenbly, and to the appropriate
budget agencies of the Governor and GCeneral Assenbly its
anal ysi s and recomendati ons on such budget proposals.

Al | bills for appropriations to be nade by the General

Assenbly to the Board of Hi gher Education, the Board of

Trustees of Southern I1llinois University, the Board of

Trustees of the University of Illinois, the Board of Trustees

of Chicago State University, the Board of Trustees of Eastern

Il1linois University, the Board of Trustees of (Governors State

Uni versity, t he Board of Trustees of Illinois State
University, the Board of Trustees of Northeastern Illinois
University, the Board of Trustees of Northern Illinois
University, and the Board of Trustees of Western Illinois

Uni versity shall identify the public institution of higher

education, the specific canpus thereof, and the office of the

affected Chancellor or President of the institution and

canpus for which each itemof appropriationis to be nnde,

and in addition: (i) shall by separate line itemset forth

programdata for each itemof appropriation within the bill;

and (ii) shall, for each canpus of each such public

institution of higher education, set forth the anounts

appropriated for the objects and purposes of each canpus

under t he 4 separate cateqgori es of Adninistration

Instruction, Civil Service, and Research, and under each

cat eqgory by separate line item set forth the anount

appropri ated for personal services, State contributions to

soci al security for Mdicare, retirenent contributions,

contractual services, travel comodi ti es, printing,
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equi pnent , operati on of aut onoti ve equi pnent ,

tel ecommuni cations, electronic data processing, awards and

grants, and pernmanent i nprovements.

Each state supported institution within the application
of this Act nust submt its plan for capital inprovenents of
non-instructional facilities to the Board for approval before
final coomtnments are made. Non-instructional uses shal
include but not be limted to dormtories, union buildings,
field houses, stadium other recreational facilities and
parking lots. The Board shall determ ne whether or not any
project submtted for approval is consistent with the master
plan for higher education and with instructional buildings
that are provided for therein. If the project is found by a
majority of the Board not to be consistent, such capital
i nprovenent shall not be constructed.
